Parking a problem 


This year we had relatively little problem with parking at 
EBHS. On May 1, however, the adminstrators and the East 
Brunswick police department ticketed every car in the front 
parking lot which didn’t have a staff stickers. : 

The purpose of this editorial, is not to condone illegal park- 
ing,nor is it to praise the efficiency of the East Brunswick traf- 
fic police. We would however, like to say a few words about the 
parking situation at East Brunswick High School. 

Ever since we can remember there has been a parking prob- 
lem here. The first part of the problem is very simple to under- 
stand. There are simply not enough parking spaces on the 
EBHS grounds. The front lof, the largest, is reserved for staff 
and visitors only. The parking behind the industrial.arts area 
is reserved for students on co-op only. The parking between 
buildings six and seven is reserved for staff only. The remain- 
ing parking is allotted to students. This is not enough for the 
600 seniors and approximately 300 juniors who have their lic- 
enses. Agreed, many of these students drive because they 
choose to. Many however, drive because they must. They 
have jobs that start right, after school, stay late for athletic 
events, club meetings, or schoolwork, or there are no buses 
which pass through their neighborhoods. The defeated refer- 
endum would have provided two hundred additional student 
parking places. Since its defeat, nothing has been done to 
improve or change the overcrowded parking situation. 

The second part of the problem deals with enforcing parking 
regulations. There are many misuses of the regulations in the 
parking spaces we do have. The faculty is responsible for part 
of this problem. Many teachers, out of convenience, park be- ' 
hind their respective buildings rather than in the front parking 
lot. This takes away from the already limited student parking 
spaces, making it necessary for some students to park in the 
front parking lot. 

Legally, only seniors are allowed to drive to school. It is 
common knowledge however, that many juniors also drive to 
school regardless of school regulation. They, too, use the park- 
ing places designated for students. " 

Realistically, there is really nothing the administration can 
do on a long term basis to increase the number of parking spac- 
es on th high school grounds without considering major con- 
struction and major expense. They can however, improve the 
*entire situation by policing the parking lots and giving tickets 
on a regular basis. Every senior who has a license should be 
issued a parking sticker at the beginning of the school year. 


Using this method, no one would have an excuse for not having ~ 


a sticker. Stickers should not be required to be permanently 
affixed for students who have access to more than one car. 
When the lots are checked for stickers, they should be checked 
against the license number of the car to avoid transferring 
of stickers to juniors. : 

If the lots were checked using a system such as this one on 
a regular basis, massive 'ticket-raids' such as the one on May 1, 
an effort to catch all juniors who drive to school and all illegal

The past year was not a good one for East Brunswick schools. 
The referendum was defeated one-sidedly. The budget was 
downed easily also. The necessary improvements ordered by 
the state for EBHS have not been implemented, nor a decis- 
ive plan created to remove the inadequacies. The abhorrent 
physical limitations continue to hinder high school life. 

In spite of all this, the high school, in strict academic terms, 
continued to move forward. This was largely due to the high 
quality of the advanced and accelerated courses. The material, 
study program, and teaching of these classes is a main strength 
of the high school, and undoubtedly the key reason for the 
overall educational improvement of EBHS in the past decade. 

The necessity of an excellent curriculum designed for the 
needs of the talented and educationally motivated student 
is one which is essential to a well-rounded high school. East 
Brunswick High School possesses such a curriculum, especially 
in the sciences. A class like Accelerated Chemistry is crucial 
to, stimulate the promising student on to further study. The 
Advanced Placement classes in Physics, Chemistry, and Biol- 
ogy are excellent here: the high quality of teaching and cover- 
age of material are an asset to the college bound student. 
Next year, it is possible that new, advanced science courses 
will be offered to further supplement a strong program in gen- 
“eral. 

The advanced courses in other areas are quite good as well. 
The accelerated math programs, culminating with AP Calculus 


ional progress at EBHS is shown by the creation of AP 
American (or European) History, and AP Art History. These 
classes are a credit to the foresight of both the Board of Edu- 
cation and recent high school administrations. 

In many areas, the high school may be deficient. These prob- 
lems, both physical and academic, must be dealt with soon. 
However, by offering such well conceived courses, the high 
school has taken great steps towards satisfying the needs 
of advanced students. This helps significantly in raising the 
quality of education that all future students will receive.

The Grateful Dead have 
come a long way since The 
Golden Road (To Unlimited 
Devotion), their first hit. Nine- 
teen albums later after San 
Francisco's Grateful Dead was 
released, they still have the 
same combination of folk/ 
rock/psychedelic music that 
made them the forerunners of 
the Haight-Ashbury scene in 
the late sixties. Although the 
cover of their latest album, 
Go to Heaven may appear to 
some as the Bee Gees times 
two, their music is still un- 
mistakably unique. Granted, 
the background vocals on Feel 
Like a Stranger may seem a 
bit too much like disco (too 
bad!) Weir’s vocals along 


with the Ne Plus Ultra steel, 


guitar of Jerry Gárcia seem to 
neutralize the effect. Some of 
the finer points of the album 
include Alabama Getaway, a 
fast-moving Rhythm-and- 
Blues tune featuring Garcia 
on vocals. Althea, the third cut 
off the album, sounds sim- 
ilar to Cats Under the Stars, a 
solo venture by Garcia, 
c.1978. Don't Ease Me In, a 
traditional arrangement, 
(comparable to 7 Know You 
Rider), is a Rhythm-and-Blues 
ballad, which is one of the 
catchiest tunes The Dead 
have ever recorded. The rest 
of the album is definitely lean- 
ing toward the progressive 
side, but if they keep up the 
good work, dedicated Dead- 
Heads will probably still 
follow the band which has 
played such a big role in the 
music scene today. This al- 
bum was a pleasure to review. 
By the way, don't look for the 
new album on Warner Broth- 
ers. Go To Heaven is on 
Arista Records and Tapes.

The 1980 Senior Variety 
Show was perhaps the most 
profitable one in  EBHS 
history.

To start on a bright note, it 
must be said that the music 
was quite good. On Friday 
night, a ‘Who’ impersonation 
was done. well.
